It has 


several times occurred that bodies of 
men and women who have died of 
cholera hive been concealed by the 
natives for several days before the 
health authorities bare found them 
Much of the difficulty of dealing with 
the disease lies In the inefficiency of 
the native physicians. 


Whatever advantages may have 


been abtained, there must be many to 
compensate for the cumber of Amer- 
icans whose lives were sacrificed to 
satisfy the greed of those who thought 
they saw some money in getting pos- 
session of these islands with the man- 
ifold diseases and dangers.

the coal miners or denouncing the 
conduct of the operators one fact re- 
mains coDs<picious, from which the 
public is at liberty to shape its own 
minor premises and conclusion. There 
is no other single industry in which 
there is so much friction between the 
employer and the employed as in the 
mining of anthracite ;oal.

The tragic death of Wjlliani Craii; of 


the United State* secret service, wbo 
was killed while acting; as a body- 
guard to President Roosevelt during 
bin recent trip through New Kugland, 
calls attention to a brand, of tbe treas- 
ury department that is but little known 
to the public. 


1'be United States srcret service bad 


its origin in the early sixties under the 
auspices of the war department. It 
actually grew out of the fact of Cap- 
titiu Lafayette i'. Baker of the Union 
army offering bis services to Secretary 
Seward -is a police scout to gather in- 
formation concerning the Confederate 
army. During the war the United 
States began the issuance of green- 
backs. Then came the nrst appear- 
ance of '"green goods" men. By an act 
of congress, ill 1SU1 or 1802, $10,(X>0 
was appropriated for the maintenance 
of Baker's service to suppress counter- 
feiting. The supervision of the service 
was then under the. solicitor of the 
treasury. 


in 1880 the ser\ iee had grown to he 


almost indispensable, and 1111 appro- 
priation of $7ti,OCW was obtained for 
its support. In that ycur its supervi- 
sion was placed in th>- hands of the sec- 
retary of the treis-sury. For the lust 
two years <-oii2re->s has iiiiottfd iflOll- 
000 for the service; it lias been ad- 
Mineeii to the snide of "diw.slou."

«oually by the chief of the division. 
The qualifications preM-ribed include a 
thorouirh knowledge of friui'nal metli- 
mls and fuiiiiiiarity with the law. such 
as is pni'-tically gained by police ex- 
perience.
